Convention Smokers 


B be postal card investigation to 
find out the kind of entertain- 
ment desired at the Convention 
smokers was not productive of any 
definite result along this line. One 
hundred and thirty-six of those who 
were present at the St. Louis smoker 
replied and 40% of them thought 
that entertainment was good, 32% 
voted it fair, and 28% said it was 
poor. Several of those who voted 
it “good” added statements com- 
plimenting it in the highest terms, 
while quite a few of those voting it 
“poor” added such expressions as 
“punk,” “rotten,”’ ete. 
Approximately 66% of all those 
replying to the general question ‘“‘Do 
you wish to continue the smoker?” 
voted “yes,” while 34% voted to 
either discontinue it or furnish some 
other kind of entertainment. One 
suggestion was that we have a half 
hour’s serious talk by some out- 
standing public man like Charles 
Schwab followed by an extended 
talk by some first class noted humo- 
rist like Will Rogers. All the con- 
structive criticism will doubtless be 
taken into consideration by the En- 
tertainment Committee when plan-

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The Abstracts Question 


a Publication Committee’s 
questionnaire on continuing the 

“Abstracts” evoked a good deal 
of interest. ‘To date some 737 cards 
have been returned and they are 
stillecomingin. Approximately 27% 
of those voting wish to discontinue 
the Abstracts and about 69% wish 
to retain them in some shape, 36% 
of these favor continuing them in 
their present form and 23% in their 
present form, but limited to matter 
not elsewhere readily obtainable, 
and 10% wish the Abstracts to be 
printed in separate pamphlets and 
sent only to those subscribing to the 
service. About 4% of the total re- 
plies received had to be classed as 
indefinite. 

It is expected that the Publication 
Committee, after carefully reviewing 
all of the replies received, will make 
a report and recommendaton as to 
the future of the Abstract question 
to the Governing Board of the As- 
sociation at its coming meeting in 
January. 

The impulse to print in part one 
of the replies received is irresistible, 
and believe it or not, as Ripley says, 
to the question “Do you use the 
Abstracts?” the answer was “No, 
have never seen them.” And under 
“Remarks” was the statement “I 
did not know the Association issued 
Abstracts.” This was from a mem- 
ber of many years standing who 
holds a professorship in one of our 
large universities.
